M moval with my. ſchool into this 
wilderneſs, the place preferr'd and fixed upon 
by the honorable truſt in London, with the 
grounds and reaſons of jt. They have there 


ſome imperfect account of the progreſs of the 


undertakiny, which then was, and ſtill is ſtrug- 
ling in the birth: they were alſo adviſed of the 
plan, which has ever been my object. Agree- 
able to which I have now finiſhed, (that is fo 
far as to render comfortable and Agent) the 
building there mentioned to accommodate my 
ſtudents, of 80, by 32 feet; and have done 
it in the plaineſt and cheapeſt manner, which 


furniſhes 16 comfortable rooms beſides a kitch- 


en, hall and ſtore- room. I have alſo built a 
ſaw-mill and nn which appear to be well 


done, | 
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done, and are the property of the ſchool, and 


ill likely afford a pretty annual income to it, 
| beſides the comfort which the ſchool muſt ever 

find by having them near at hand, and under 
its controul; I have alſo built wo Ty the 

ne of 28 by 32 feet, the other of 55 by 40, 
7 1 — 7 this alfo raiſed, and 45 
within a few days to finiſh a malt-houſe of 30 
feet ſquare, and ſeveral. other leſſer buildings 
which were found neceflary ; I have allo clear d, 
aud in a good meaſure fitted for improvement 
about 70 or 80 acres. of land, and ſeeded with 
engliſh grain about 20 acres laſt fall; from which 
I bays taken at the late haryeſt, what was  eſ- 
en a good crop conſidering the land was fo 
Iately, laid apen ta the ſun. I have alſo cut what 
1s judged to be equal to 14 or 15 tons of good 
hay which I ſtacked laſt year; . by 
Which, the cxpence of ſupporting a team, and 
ows the enſuing winter may be conſiderably 
eſſened; J have alſo about 18 acres, of indian 


corn now on the ground, which promiſes a good 


crop. My labourers are preparing more lands 
for improvement, ſome to bw with engliſh 
gra this fall, and others for paſturing, which 
ſad experience has taught me the neceſſity of, as 


N 1 have ſuffered much by being diſappointed of 


this benefit, through the negligence of a num» 
ber, who ſubſcribed labour to. incourage the 
ſettlement of the ſchool in this place,. and in 
excule. for their not being as punctual in per- 
forming, as they appeared liberal in Weben 
. | rio plead

however though that greater benefit has been 


delayed, and conſiderable expence occaſioned to 


the ſchool by it, yet the proſpect is fair, that it 
will ſoon feel the great benefit of theſe improve- 


ments, which have been made for the ſupport 
of it. And I hope through the blefling of God, 


even the enſuing year, we ſhall find that near 


ſufficient has been produced on theſe lands, to 
ſupply the ſchool 4 bread; Which will be a 


great relief, not only as to the expence, but as 


to care and fatigue in procuring it; as the great- 


i eſt and cheapeſt part of the ſupport of my far 
mily has been tranſported above an Tana 


and ET of it near two hundred miles, through 


ne and bad roads ; which has made the ex- 


pence of ſome articles equal to the firſt coſt, and 


-many of them much more. The cheapeſt fod- 
der I had the laſt winter to ſupport my team 


and a few cows, was brought 40 miles on ſleds 
by oxen, And my expences the winter before 


much greater, in proportion to the number I 
ſupported. here. 


It is not eaſy for one, who is not acquainted

The Miſſionaries, which have been authoriſed 
and ſent out this year, are as follow. The 
Rev. Mr. Avery ordained here Auguſt 29, 1771; 
— do be colleague and aſſiſtant with 
Mr. Kirkland at Onoida, at Mr. Kirkland's de- 
fire; and Mr. James Dean a member of this 
college, was appointed to accompany him in

John Mathews of the Narraganſett tribe, ha- 


ving received an education in this ſchool. ſuffi-

proper, till he ſhould be ſufficiently maſter of

was well acquainted with the cuſtoms of both, 


and with their country, and could ſerve him as 


an interpreter. He fat out July 17, well re- 
commended to the lieut. Governor and Com- 
mander in chief, and others of that province, by 
his Excellency Governor Wentworth, & others. 
The ſpecial deſign of his journey was to ſee, what 
door, or doors, was or might be opened for him, 
or others, to go as miſſionaries among them, to 


this ſchool, and obtain a number of ſuitable 
youth, if it may be, to receive an education here; 
in the choice of which, he will have ſpecial reſ- 
pet to the children, whoſe parents were in for- 
mer wars captivated by the Indians, and were

and learning of the members of it, and their re- 
J lation as truſtees to that college, which has been 


o diſtinguiſhingly owned and honor'd of Gop

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from the firſt, by ſpecial ſeaſons of the out pour- 
ings of a ſpirit of conviction and converſion, 
upon numbers of the members of it from time 
to time, and eſpecially of late; but as they have 


long had experience, and may now reaſonably 


be ſuppoſed to have a better underſtanding than 
moſt others in Indian affairs; and alſo as their 


ſſttuation gives them the beſt advantage of any 


board upon the continent, to patroniſe, direct, 
aſſiſt, and comfort young miſſionaries, who may 


be ſent to that part of the country, from this or 
any other ſchool. And I cant but hope, andi 
do hope in God, that by his bleſſing upon our 
united efforts in this cauſe, we may ſoon have 
a ſtting of godly zealous miſſionaries, among 
all the numerous tribes from Muſkingham to 
Montreal; which conſidered only in a political 
view will be a far better defence tothe Engliſn 
provinces againſt their ravages, and incurſions, in 
caſe a war ſhould break aut, than a double line 
of forts. And I am perſwaded that if the pa- 1 
tentees.of provinces, whoſe juriſdiction extends 
into the Indian claims, well underſtood the mat- 


ter, they would believe that they.could no way 


act a wifer part for themſelves, or take a courſe 


quicker to get into poſſeſſion of thoſe lands, 
than by ſending godly and faithful miſſionaries 
among them. For if they receive the goſpel, 
they will ſoon betake themſelves to agriculture 
for their ſupport, and ſo will need but a very 
ſmall part, comparatively, of the lands which 
they now claim, and will ſoon believe it to be 
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or their advantage to have them ſ{cttled by 
She Engliſh; and if they will not receive the 
goſpel, they will, as they have done, waſte 
away before it, as the morning dew before the 
Frifing fan. But there are far greater motives 
than theſe ſelfiſh ones, to excite us all to do 
what in us lies, and as“ faſt as we can, to pub- 
lich the way of life and ſalvation among them. 
The Hon. London board of commiſſioners in 
Boſton have, with great chearfulneſs, & a lau- 
dable generoſity, undertaken for the ſupport 
Jof Mr. Kirkland at Onoida, where God has 
he retofore honored him, to be the inftrument 
Jof gathering a church of favages, awakened 
and converted by means ef his miniſtry,among 
them. I underſtand they have ſeveral Indian 
youth wbo were educated in this ſchool in 
their employ : and 1 hope their conſtituents 
will enable them to employ a yet greater 
number, with which I eruſt I ſhall ſoon be a- 
ble to furniſh them, and ſuch as I hope will 
be found well qualified for their purpoſe.

And why ſhould the unſuc- 
ceſsfulnets-of the means, uſe : with theſe, diſ- 
courage our endeavours with reſpect to them; 
and ef pecially if we confider, that the nations , 
back are not yet ſo much ſunk down into theſe 
national vices, nor fo much harden'd,and pre- f 
zudiced againſt means and inſtruments of 
healing, as :theſeare. And however that may 
appear upon trial, yet 'til that trial be made, 
'till we can go no further, we ſhall be inex- 
cuſable, and ſhall be guilty of a criminal fal. 3 
lure in that charity and compaſſion, which wet 
owe, and which the command of Chriſt re- 
quires us to exerciſe, towards our fellow im- 
mortals in ſuch a caſe. And if after all, our 
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endeavours ſhall prove inſucceſsful, as to fav- 
ing benefit to: them, yet this may be our com- 
fort, that wa ſhall be unto God a ſweet ſavor 
lich, Jof Chriſt,” and great and glorious purpoſes 
will notwithſtanding, be ſerved thereby. 
And though®there has hitherto been no 
viſible proſpect of a national converſion of 
them to Chriſt, yet there have been, in a.

And 
if there ſhould never be any thing more done; 
than, there is reaſon to believe, has been 
already done at Onoida, chiefly by means of 
Mr. Kirkland's miniſtry, none, who have fo 
Z generouſly contributed to the furtherance of 
this cauſe on either fide of the water, will 
ever have occaſion to regret the expence, as 
2 fruitleſs or without effect, proportionable 
Y thereto. But the ſucceſs at Onoida is not all; 
U truſt there are many other inſtances of ſa- 
ving good to the ſouls of the ſavages by means 
of this ſchool.

My taking independent ſcholars is no man- 
ner of expence to the ſchool, nor impedi- 
ment any manner of way to the charity ſcho- 
lars, Engliſh or Indians, but the contrary ; 
and will be for their great advantage, fo long 
as independent ſcholars bear their part in the 
ſupport of Tutors, and other charges in the 
college and ſchool ; and alſo ſo long as they 
Thall be ſupported by the produce of lands, 
given to the ſchool at a reaſonable price, and 
that money applied to the uſe of charity ſcho- 
lars. And ſuch are my proſpects at preſent; 


that notwithſtanding, through various diſap- 


. pointments, my plan has not yet arrived to 
ſuch a ripeneis as IJ hoped for and expected, 
yet, I may venture to ſay, the progreſs of it 
has been to the general furpriſe of judicious 
obſervers. _ 

And if God ſhall mercifully continue his 
ſmiles on my endeavours, according to his 
paſt loving kindneſs, I expect in a very few 
years to be able to ſupport ſome ſcores of In- 
dians, if they may be obtained, or others fot

As to the many conjectures, I hear, there 


haye been, about my inlarging my number 


of Engliſh charity ſcholars in my ſchool, with 
2 view to their haviog the lead in Indian af- 
fairs in the wilderneſs; I ſuppoſe that the 
reaſons, I offered in my laſt were ſufficient 
to ſatisfy every rational man, who has read 
and well confidered the weight of them; and 
whoever has read, what has been heretofore 
publiſhed on that head, can't but ſee;that it is 
perfectly agrecable to the original plan, viz. 
that there ſhould be a competent number of 
ſuch educated. for that purpoſe, though I con- 
feſs, I did not at firſt apprehend, that ſo great 
a proportion of Engliſh miſſionaries would be 
neceſſary, as I now find to be by expetience 
and that not only on account of the inſuffici- 
ciency of their own ſons, to perform that part, 
amidſt ſo many and gteat temptations, and 
ſuch forcible oppoſition ; but alfo for the ſup- 
ply of other funds, which have been uſeleſs, ' 
or at leaſt not ſo fully employed as they might 
have been, only through want of perſons ſui- 
tably qualified, and diſpoſed for that ſervice. 
It is well known what difficulty the vene- 
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years paſt, to procure a meet perfon for their 


ſervice, before my fon Kirkland put himſelf | 
into their pay to ſupply that want. And tho! | 


I have never been adviſed by a line, or any 
other way,from that Board, what their govern- 
ing motive in taking him under their patro- 
nage was, yet the reaſon of the caſe, and 
chriſtian charity direct me to ſuppoſe, it 
was ſuch a neceſſity of a man for their pur- 
poſe.

A Delay of ſending the foregoing narrative 
4A to the preſs, gives an opportunity to oblige 
my friends, with a ſhort account of the ſuc- 
ceſs of Mr. Ripley's miſſion to Canada. 

He returned on the 21ſt inſtant with his 
companion and interpreter, Lieut. Taylor, and 
brought with them 10 youths, eight belong- 


ing to the tribe at Cagnawaga, near Montreal, 


and two of the tribe at Lorett, near Quebec. 


Soon after his arrival at the former of theſe 
places, he made known to them the errand 
on which he was ſent, and diſcloſed the pro- 


poſal of ſending a number of their children 


to this ſchool for an education; and left it to 
their conſideration, till he ſhould go and wait 
upon the commander in chief of that province 
at Quebec. And after he had pafſed thro' 


the imall-pox, which he took by inoculation, 


"as it was judged unſafe for him to travel that 


country without it, he went to Quebec, But 
his honor the Governor, as well as other Eng- 


liſh gentlemen, were apprehenfive, that the. 


Indians were ſo bigotted to the Romiſh Reli- 
gion, that there was no hope of ſucceſs, and 


Aàdviſed him not to go òn that errand to Lorett: 


he accordingly returned without viſiting them 
as he propoſed. 


But on his coming to Caghnawaga he found 


there two likely young men of the tribe at

8 Ripley had made, they waited five weeks at 
that place for his return, and on his coming 
complied with his offer of taking them into 
le | this ſchool with chearfulneſs. The ſame day 


id a council of the chiefs of that tribe was called 
of to conſider of the propoſal of ſending their 
2 children to this ſchool, which Mr. Ripley had 
5 left to their conſideration, in which they were 
. to a man agreed in the affirmative, and ac- 
92 knowledged with gratitude the benevolence 
1 and kindneſs of the offer: They continued 
5 united and firm to the laſt in that determina- 
Lt tion againſt the moſt warm and zealous re-

. tion, nine of their boys were made ready to 
5 accompany Mr. Ripley hither ; three of which 
4 were children or deſcendants from captives, 
by who had been captivated when they were 
in, young, and lived with them *till they were 
naturalized and married among them.

He expreſſed great affectiog to his 
relations in New-England, ſent his love to 
them, and deſired they might be informed 
that he had a grandſon at this ſchool. The 
other was ſon to Mr. Stacey, who was cap 
tivated from Ipſwich, and is a good interpre- 
ter for that tribe. 

They all arrived ſafe and in health om that 
day fortnight, after they ſat out from Cagh- 
newaga, and appeared to be very glad © that 
they had got home,” as they expreſſed it.
